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The object of the directors of the Theatre 
de Luxe, which has been reconstructed, was 
to provide its patrons with a theatre com- 
bining luxury, comfort and space with pleas- 
ing decoration and colour. In this they have 
been entirely successful. This new super- 
cinema theatre now provides accommodation 
for approximately 1,500. 

The exterior front has been carried out in 

olden quartzite, a material used for the 

rst time in Ireland or im the British isles. 
The surrounds to the windows are in 
porphyry, and the panels are relieved with 
silver grey quartzite. Neon strip lighting, 
suitably placed on the flanking piers of the 
elevation, has been installed with Facs SR 
lighting on the canopy, which completes the 
scheme. 
This building has been completely re-wired, 
and a secondary lighting system has also been 
installed. The main portions of the lighting 
of the auditorium and vestibule have been 
carried out on a concealed system, whereby 
the light is reflected from the ceilings, 

Another feature of this theatre is the main 
entrance vestibules on the ground and first 


floors. These have been reconstructed and | 


made much more spacious. A flight of three 
marble steps over the nd Em level gives 
access through four pairs of entrance doors 
to the ground floor vestibule. The paving 
to this vestibule is laid in statuary vein 
marble, with black and Swedish green borders 
and red porphyry centre feature. 

Two marble staircases from the ground 
floor vestibule deliver on to the first floor 
lounge, from which access is provided to the 
balcony. The balcony has also been en- 
larged considerably in order that it would 
work in with the increased length of the 
auditorium. 

The dado has been carri¢ed around the 
vestibule on the ground and first floors and

A beautiful octagonal feature in plaster 
work, with concealed lighting effects, is cen- 
trally placed over the well and ground floor 
vestibule. An electric clock, suitably en- 
riched and lighted, completes the archi- 
tectural scheme. 

A stage, forty feet wide, with a depth of 
thirty feet, has been added to this theatre, 
complete with grid, flies and modern equip- 
ment. | 

The ventilation scheme provides a motor- 
driven centrifugal fan, which draws fresh air 
from the outside, through a mist type air 
washer, and delivers this air over heating 
batteries, the fresh, washed and warmed dir 
then being delivered to the auditorium 
throngh a system of ducts and grating. The 
vitiated air is extracted by means of a 
separate motor-driven centrifugal fan con- 
nected to a system of ducts, and exhausting 
at the rear of the balcony and stalls. The 
remaining portions of the building are heated 
by means of hot water radiators. . 

Heat is supplied to the. radiator system 
and to the air heating batteries of the plenum 
system from the cast-iron sectional ilers. 
This installation provides for delivering 17,000 
cubic feet of fresh air per minute into the 
auditorium.

It must be a disagreé- 
ment over cattle, John Doherty was tellin 


his brother-in-law had about cattle. Patrick 
Carron has an awful temper. The Guards lost 
it at the start, but I done ye.’ 
Guard Connaughton aid’: “I asked her to 
repeat what she had said, and she refused.” 
Guard Connaughton had not completed his 
evidence when the Court adjourned.

i Compas Ltd., is now being tested, 
it is boped in about ten days’ time to 
bring the ieileid, Ne cnet ih to the full test. 
From this it wi that the Thurles 
sugar factory is almost in readiness for the 
sugar-making campa scope which is expected to 
opeu between the 15th and 20th November. 
At about the 10th of November the first 
deliveries of sugar beet will arrive, and from 
that time large quantities will’ come in daily, 
65 per cent, of the supplies coming by rail 


| via the ee: railway siding right into the 


factory. d transport will account for 36 
per cent. of the sugar beet to be worked. 

The machinery for unloading the wagons 
and lorries has already been fixed and is in 
full working order. 


THE BEET TESTS 

As each consignment of beet arrives at 
the factory it is automatically weighed and 
tested for sugar content, so that every 
rower will get full credit for his beet. Tests 
for sugar content from beet grown for the 

urles factory have been made in the 
Carlow sugar’ factory, and, so far as they 
have gone, indicate an average sugar con 
tent 16.8 per cent. As the season ad- 
vances. however, a mvch higher sugar con 
tent may be expect 

The tests: for weight and sugar content wil} 
be checked by ofiicials employed by the Sugar 
Beet Growers’ Association. At the outset 
this work will be done by) experienced men 
hitherte engaged at Carlow, while local men 
from Thurles, Mallow and Tuam are learning 
the. intricacies of the business under expert 
guidance at Carlow, where sugar-making is 
expected to start on Monday next. 

Although many of the growers for the 
Thurles factory have never grown beet 
fore, it is interesting to know that 70 
cent. of them have agreed to take “- 
molassed pulp back to their farms for stock- 
feeding. The remainder will be handled and 
sold by the Beet Growers’ Association. 


STAFF OF 700 


The work of constructing Thurles «sugar 
factory has given regular employment to 
about 800 men for the best part of a year. 
Skilled men, such as ‘fitters, carpenters, 
bricklayers and plasterers, will have to find 
other employment when the factory is com- 
pleted. These were drawn from a wide area, 
including Waterford, Limerick and Dublin. 
The géneral labourers, employed in the work 
of construction, Sang mostly local men, will 
be taken on atthe factory “during the cam- 
paign, when the staff will comprise from 650 
to employés, working in three shifts for 
each 24 hours. 

As far as possible only local people will be 
employed. The appointment of a staff-is now 
complete, and most. of the members have

A School for Sweeps 


This broom, adopted by law a century . 
ago, came as a great blessing to the poor.

inventor of the broom was a man named 
Robinson, who brought his discovery to

A Sweep's 'Grial 


The establishment of this school rose 
out of an action. taken against a cruel 
sweep, who had so maltreated a small 
apprentice that he was brought to court 
and ordered to be publicly flogged. The 
child was carried into court in blankets, 
and his sores and horrible condition—as 
the result of bedtings—exhibited, Crowds 
assembled around, the Royal Exchange, 
so wild had the citizens: bécome about the 
case. So crowded, indeed, were the steps 
and balustrades of the building that the 
solid ramparts-gave way, and eleven: men, 
women and children were crushed -to 
death. The Lord Mayor took action, and 
a movemént to alleviate the condition of 
the child. sweeps. was: inaugurated, until 
finally legislation ‘was introduced to 
abolish the practice of employing children. 
And then the sweep’s broom was invented.

advantage in tabour costs. 
Dual Control 
A young Irishman stationed in Shanghai 


has sent me a description of a street 
accident which emphasises the difficulties 
of dual control in the rather nebulous 
boundary region that encloses the Setiie- 
ment. Shanghai is governed by a munici- 
pality composed of representatives of the 
various foreign Powers who have stakes 
in the Settlement, and the city is policed 
by - the municipality. My informant 
writes: ‘‘The Settlement police have 
jurisdiction over roads outside the Settle. 
ment which are kept up by the Shanghai 
Municipal Council, but in some places 
there is alleged to be a doubt as to where 
the boundary lies. On one of these roads, 
some time ago, a “bus driven by a Chinese 
knocked down a cyclist who was pinned 
under the "bus. There were three ‘Chinese 
Government police soon on the spot. 
Someone called the S.M.C. Ambulance, 
which arrived in six minutes with one or 
two Municipal police. The Chinese -police 
refused to allow the victim to be moved 
until the accident had been photographed. 
Each side sent for more police, and one of 
‘our inspectors ‘was knocked down in a 
scuffle,-and on arising the Chinese police 
fingured their revolyers. Eventually a 
photographer arrived and took a photo- 
graph, and, 57 minutes after the accident, 
the victim was temoved—dead. Witnesses 
say that he was alive ‘for 29 minutes after 
he was hit.” The Municipal Ambulance 
seems to have come out of the affair with 
flying .colours, while red tape strangled

Guarding the Western Approaches 


Queenstown Command 


Danger Tone: The Story of the Queenstown 
Commend, By E. Keble Ghatterton, London: 
Rioh and Cowan. 18/- net. 


AD it not been for the work done by 
the Queenstown Command the history 


and result of the Great War might easily 
have been different. If Mr. Keble 
Chatterton does not state this doctrine in 
so many words, it is implicit in the story 
of the Command as he tells it. In effect, 
what the ships. and men stationed at 
Queenstown accomplished was the destruc- 
tion of Germany’s submarine blockade of 


Great Britain; and Mr. Chatterton might 


have headed his book “ The Story of the 
Submarine Campaign’’ with no sacrifice 
of truth. Behind this bald summary, how- 
ever, lies one of the most prolonged, 
thrilling and romantic stories of the Great 
War, the incidents of which have never 
been brought into public view; and we 
are fortunate that the task of combining 
them into a narrative has been committed 
to the hands of Mr.: Keble Chatterton, who 
is at once the most practised and most 
readable of naval historians living to-day. 


The Western Approaches 


Queenstown was the centre of the very

considerable area known for naval purposes 
as the Western Approaches. The East 
coast of Great Britain was protected by 
the greater part of the Navy; the West 
and South coasts, when the War began,

The strategy of the U-boats, in the 

author’s phrase, ' 
was to make that a we triangle too 
dangerous, thereby closing down Liverpool, 
togéther with those Bristol Channel ports of 
Cardiff and Avonmouth, besides making the 
western gate of the English Channel impos- 
sible of entry. It was rather like stationing 
some ferocious individuals heavily armed out- 
side a family’s front door to assassinate the 
butcher's boy, the baker's man, and every 
ersonh carrying means of sustaining the 
uman body. 


Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly 


At this stage a new British Government 
assumed office, and realised that some- 
thing was wrong with the situation. 
Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly came to Queens- 
town, armed with complete powers, but 
sadly inadequate resources for the combat- 
ing of the lenuidchts German campaign. 
Trawlers, drifters, smal] motor-boats, and 
a few sloops were his materials. That 
with these materials he succeeded in 
making the Western Approaches an area 
only to be entered at grave risk is the 
measure of the Admiral’s efficiency. It is 
impossible to give any account here of the 
feats of organisation which he accom- 
plished, or of the almost innumerable feats 
of heroism achieved by the men under his 


command. For two and a-half years they 
maintained ceaseless vigilance over a huge 
area; the monotony of dull periods was 
varied by the breathless excitement of 
battle with submarines, or the peril of 
storm; and when American destroyers 
arrived towards the end of 1917 to serve

were vulnerable to German vessels, surface 
and submarine, that contrived to round 
the North of Scotland. It was not so 
dificult, perhaps, to protect the Irish Sea 
from the north, and Queenstown’s real 
phase of glory and hard work began 
when enterprising commanders of U-boats 
proceeded to feel their way round Scot- 
Jand, down the West coast of Ireland, 
and thus into the English Channel. 


By the spring of 1915 the British authori- 
ties had taken the measure of submarines 
attempting to reach the southern ports 
through the Straits of Dover, and the 
Germans . were concentrating on the 


Western Approaches. In May Lieutenant- | 


Commander Schwieger, in the U-20. 
torpedoed the Lusitania (perhaps, accord- 
ing to Mr,.Chatterton’s new and startling 
view, unintentionally), and _ = sinkings 
became matters of almost. daily occurrence.

under Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly they found 
a force ragged in personnel, but perfect in 
organisation, having already achieved 
more, perhaps, than any other single com- 
mand, however large, to win the War for 
the Allied Powers. 

Mr. Chatterton is an admirable narrator, 
and a synopsis of the work done by the 
Queenstown Command gives no idea of the 
range, variety and interest of his work. 
Chapter upon chapter tells of encounters at 
sea more thrilling than any imagined by 
Conrad; the experiences of the Q-ships, 
the narrative of survivors from torpedoed 
vessels, the struggle with tempest—all, 
these lend his history the charm of an 
admirably told story. If there is a par- 
ticular lesson, it is that Great Britain very 
nearly lost the War through her unpardon- 
able neglect of the Western approaches, 
and that she will lose the next if she 
repeats that neglect.

The present author, as he reveals 
himself in his narrative, is a striking 
exception to the rule as | have found it, 
and I am much inclined to regard him 
as the genuine thing. tia narrative 
is a detailed, but bald and entirely un- 
emotional, account of an amazing 
journey in an amazing country. Leaving 
aside the mystical element altogether, it 
is a. most interesting and valuable 
account .of life and conditions of travel 
in what is, perhaps, the least known of 
the habitable regions of tne earth. The 
character of the Himalayan passes and 
of the Tibetan plateaux, sixteen to twenty 
thousand feet above the sea, or higher 
still, is baldly, yet convincingly, described, 
together with the appalling climatic con- 
ditions.

-w 1905 Arthur Kipps found that “ life 
is a bally drain-pipe, through which 
we must crawl to the end.”

Wells was 39 years 
old when Kipps became known to the 
reading public, and had been publishing 
books for about ten years with compara- 
tively. little recognition ;, so that he could 
_— legitimately compare his life to that 
ate with a bally drain-pipe. Now, at the 
age of 68, he can contemplate that drain- 
pipe with a philosophic detachment, and 
can convey his thoughts about it with an 
artistry that only a very few of his novels 
can equal. When the late Henry James 
protested against Wells’s use of ‘* that 
accursed autobiographical form which puts 
a premium on the loose, improvised and 
cheap and easy,” he merely stressed 
something that hundreds of readers of 
H. G. Wells’s novels were thinking at the 
time. Now, when Wells has come to his 
own autobiography, there is nothing loose 
or improvised, and there is certainly little 
that can be termed either cheap or easy. 
It would not have been written by H. G. 
Wells if it did not sprawl a bit here and 
there, but, taken as a whole, this “ experi- 
ment in autobiography ” is one of the 
most compact of the Wells books.

Wanted—A Man . 

Within another month Dáil Eireann 
will re-assemble, and the problem of a 
united and well organised opposition will 
arise in an acute form. At the moment 
the position hardly could be worse. 
When the Dáil rose for the autumn recess 
the United Ireland Party was gain- 
ing strength rapidly. Its divergent 
elements were beginning to find common 
ground on which to lay the foundations of 
a really constructive policy; and the 
League of Youth, which constituted the 
progressive wing of the party and was 


size and vigour every day. Then came the 
fiasco of General O’Duffy'’s resignation. 
For several months before he decided to 
quit the party’s leadership, it had been 
fairly obvious to anybody who had any 
understanding of Irish politics that 
General O’Duffy could not remain for long 
at the head of affairs. Many of his public 
utterances were contradictory and dis- 
turbing; he did not seem to have any 
fixed line of policy, but was living, as it 
were, from hand to mouth, in the hope 
that some day his vague theories of a 
‘“‘ corporative’’ State might translate 
themselves into something concrete. His 
attitude alike towards Northern Ireland 
and towards the land annuities was 
entirely at variance with the previously 
declared views of his colleagues. His 
speeches seemed to be a series of political 
improvisations; and when, at last, his 
resignation from the Presidency of the 
United Ireland Party was announced 
nobody was very much surprised. Like 
many another good Irishman before him, 
General O’Duffy had failed as a political 
leader. If he merely had retired to the 
ranks without further ado, he would have 
gained the sympathy, as well as the grati- 
tude, of the whole people. 

Unhappily, General O’Duffy’s resigna- 
tion from his post as head of the party 
has led to a most undignified squabble, 
which, after several weeks, shows no sign 
The Blue Shirt movement 
has been split, apparently, from stem to 
‘stern. General O'Duffy avows that he has 
not retired from its leadership, and con- 
tinues to claim the allegiance of a majority 
of its members. 


of abatement. 


Ex-Commandant Cronin, 
formerly the General’s right-hand man, 
who succeeded him as the official Director- 
General, claims likewise to command the 
loyalty of nine-tenths of the Blue Shirts, 
while he and General O’Duffy are indulg- 
ing in mutual recriminations and re- 
proaches, to the weary disgust of a 
harassed people. Mr: Patrick Belton also 
has entered the arena in the thankless 
réle of a peace-maker. Peace-makers never 
have much success in Ireland, and we are 
inclined to fear that Mr. Belton will not 
be an exception to the rule. His idea 
seems to be to bring General O’Duffy and 
Mr. Cronin together in the amiable hope 
that some kind of compromise may be 
patched up between them, but hitherto his 
efforts have been fruitless. A voluminous 
correspondence has been passing between 
the various parties to the dispute ; but the 
truth is that the general public has little 
or no interest in what rapidly is de- 
generating into a wordy brawl. Ireland 
will not be served by such methods. 
We have the greatest sympathy with 
the rank and file of the Blue Shirts, 
most of whom are sincere and high-minded 
young men. They have embarked on a 
high enterprise in an admirable spirit of 
enlightened patriotism, and the “spectacle 
of their former leaders washing their soiled 
linen in the full glare of publicity must 


majority of them. 

Not for the first time in the history of 
this country, sane opinion in the Free 
State is desperately in need of a leader. 
It is high time that everybody concerned 
should realise this fact. If President de 
Valera should declare a general election 
to-morrow, what would be the hopes of 
the United Ireland Party? Every citizen 
who faces this question squarely must 
admit that the constitutional Opposition 
is in a very bad way. In our view, 
there is one man in Saorstdt Hireann who 
possesses the qualities of true leadership ; 
that man is Mr. W. T. Cosgrave. The 
longer President de Valera. is in power 
the more strongly Mr. Cosgrave’s national 
achievements stand out in relief. Under 
his guidance the Free State prospered and 
gained fame in the world. He has experi- 
ence, as well as statecraft and tact. An 
admirable parliamentarian, he also has a 


wide knowledge of men and affairs, while 
his disinterested patriotism is beyond sus- 
picion. When last year a crisis arose in 
the nation’s affairs, Mr. Cosgrave did not 
hesitate to sacrifice himself in order that 
General O’Duffy should be his 
chance. Even his political opponents on 
that occasion recognised that, when he 
vousented to serve under the new leader, 
he gave proof of real statesmanship. An 
even graver crisis has arisen now. Unless 
the United Ireland Party finds an 
accepted leader immediately, its chances 
of success at the next election will 
vanish, and the Free State will be 
condemned to a further five years of 
Fianna Fédil’s government. If Mr. 
Cosgrave is chosen as undisputed leader 
of all the opposition parties, including 
the Blue Shirts, we believe that his per- 
sonality and his prestige will be sufficient 
to rally all constitutional opinion to his 
side. ‘The task that lies ahead is a task, 
not so much for a team, as for a man. 
Only a strong hand and a cool head can 
save the cause of national sanity. 


Imported Motor Cars 

The public will be its own judge of the 
three quota Orders which were made and 
issued yesterday by President de Valera’s 
Government. They prohibit the importa- 
tion from to-day, except under licence, ol

The idea, of course, 
is to give a further fillip to the assembling 
of cars in the Free tate—a industry which

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licence,"’ which will enable complete cars, 
chassis or bodies to be imported if the 
home supply does not come up to require- 
ments. As might be expected, the dealers 
and others whose opinions we print to-day 
vary in their attitude towards the Orders: 
those who practise the assembling of cars 
are delighted, while those who confine their 
business to the sale of cars imported in 
complete form contend that they must 
suffer substantial loss, if not ruin. The 
public, we repeat, wil] judge for itself. If 
the cars assembled in Ireland hencefor- 
ward are no dearer in price, and not 
inferior in quality, there will be few com. 
plaints; but if the result is to handicap 
the use of cars in the Saorstát even more 
cruelly than it is handicapped at present, 
Mr. de Valera must be prepared to suffer 
additional unpopularity. The Free State 
is notoriously backward in regard to motor 
trafic. Her “ car population ” is small 
even in comparison with that of Northern 
Ireland ; and, whereas other countries are 
anxious to extend the use of motor traffic, 
the Saorstát seems resolute that it shall 
be retarded. The existing rates of duty 
on imported cars are well-nigh prohibitive. 
An Ulsterman or an Englishman who 
enjoys a certain income can own a large 
car, while a Free State citizen, receiving 
the same income, cannot afford better than 
a “baby ’’ model, and even the smallest 
_and cheapest cars are denied to Free State 
citizens whose incomes elsewhere would 
enable them to maintain a car in comfort. 
We suggest to the Government that, in 
granting so useful a concession to the 
home assembling industry, it might make 
a concession simultaneously to the public. 
Is there any reason why the existing rates 
of duty, both on whole cars and on un- 
assembled parts, should not be reduced, 
so that the price of both could be brought 
within the average citizen’s means? The 
virtual embargo on imported vehicles, if 
it will not cause the collapse of motor 
transport within the Saorstdt, ought to 
mean a fortune for the assembling 
industry, which will be secure hencefor- 
ward against all shock. Why, then, 
should not the duty on the unassembled 
parts be reduced, or even abolished, and 
a substantial reduction made similarly in 
the duty on whole cars? Any money lost 
to the Government in ‘the form of Customs 
revenue would be balanced by the gain to 
the Road Fund. 


Fire Fighting 


During a recent fire in the head offices 
of a Paris newspaper the fire brigade used 
a device which was intended to draw the 
smoke away from the basement, so that 
the men working on the upper floors might 
be free from the danger of suffocation by 
the fumes, and have a better opportunity 
to find the centre of the fire. This 
example illustrates the elaborate methods | 
empleyed by foreign fire brigades, but it is 
not regarded with favour by the London 
County Council fire experts, who maintain 
that the suction necessary to draw off the 
smoke inevitably must create a strong 
draught, which will undo all the work of 
the fire hoses. The vice-chairman of the 
L.0.€. Fire Brigade Committee said in an 
interview that most of London's brigades 
were twenty years in advance of those of 
other countries. Their latest fire ladders 
could be shot up to the height of 110 feet, 
and, with a telephone attachment at the 
top, they presented the most efficient form 
of rescue apparatus in existence. In the 
remarkably short time of three and a half 
seconds every fire engine could get away 
from the station, fully loaded with the 
necessary equipment. An interesting com- 
mentary on the speed of the engines on the 
open road is afforded by the fact that, in 
the old days, when the crew sat back to 
back, they were in frequent danger of 
being thrown off at corners. In the new 
engines, however, all face towards the 
front--a reform which not only makes their 
balance more secure, but allows them to 
put on their clothes with greater ease while 
driving to the scene of the fire. Experi- 
ments now are conducted with a new 
powder for smothering the flames. 
These are preving very successful, and 
may outmode the ordinary fire hose in 
time. All this is a far cry from the old- 
time hand-drewn fire cart, which had to 
pump the water by man-power, and 
usually refused to work in a crisis. It :s 
reassuring to reflect that Dublin s fire 
brigades are among the swiftest and most 
efficient in existence, and the record of the 
Central Fire Station can have few equals. 
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A “' Pocket Battleship” 


Germany has bitter memories of the last 
visit of her fleet to Scottish waters; for 
Scapa Flow was the scene of its final 
humiliation, The Deutschland, the first 
German battleship to arrive since the War. 
came into the port of Leith on Thursday 
under very different auspices. For Ger- 
many she is a symbol of the re-birth of 
her navy, and for everybody she is an 
example. of extraordinary and patient 
ingenuity. The Versailles Treaty, by 
iimiting the tonnage of any warships that 
Germany might build, seemed to make 


significant; but Germany, with her 
“ pocket-battleships,” has contrived to 
make the Versailles Treaty look rather 
foolish. Withia the limit of ten thousand 
tons, she has shown that a battleship can 
be built to challenge warships of two or 
three times her tonnage. Those who have 
inspected the Deutschland agree that she 
is almost equal in fighting power to the 
great “ Dreadnoughts’’ that Germany no 
longer is allowed to construct, and that 
the result has been obtained without in- 
fringing the letter of the Treaty in any 
way. She carries six eleven-inch guns and 
eight six-inch guns, and it is said that she 
can steam for fen thousand miles without 
re-fuelling. In speed, too, she is remark- 
able. The maximum speed of British 
battleships is about twenty-four knots, but 
the Deutschland is capable of twenty-six. 
With such great fighting and steaming 
capacity the manner in which the tonnage 
has been kept within the limit is most 
remarkable, the more so because it seems 
that the ship is very heavily armoured. 
Two sister ships to the Deutschland are 
now being built, and the prospect of the 
three “ pocket-battleships’’ is giving un- 
easiness to France and Italy. Certainly, 
they are likely to upset aii the well-made 
calculations of Versailles. . |

DMIRAL YAMAMOTO, the chief

United States hag no desire to depart 
from the present ratio plan. She is open 
to conviction on this point, however, and 
is willing to review the position if reason- 
able considerations are put forward. This 
attitude is reassuring, as it is certain that 
the ratio plan must go in view of the 
attitude of Japan; but it also indicates 
that the conversations are likely to be 
difficult and prolonged. 


A Non-aggression Pact 


There was a rumour to-day that, when 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan get together.in the discussion on 
naval matters, a non-aggression pact be- 
tween the three countries may be sug- 
gested. At the same time it is possible 
that the conversations may come to a 
sudden end, as it is known that the state- 
ment made by Admiral Yamamoto two 
days ayo has somewhat deranged the plans 
of the United States. It would cause 
little surprise, therefore, if it is urged 
on behalf of the United States ‘that the 
proposed private talks shall yield place 
to a more open preliminary conference be- 
tween the three countries interested. 


The Air Race 


The Mollisons have drawn first place in 
the ballot for the order of starting in the 
Australia air race, and this should give 
them an advantage of one or two minutes, 
which may be helpful at stopping places. 
This is a very important point, as all the 
pilots are concerned with the speed at 
which their machines can be refuelled. 
The principle of “ first come, first served,’’ 
is to be adhered to throughout the route. 
It is obvious, therefore, that the pilot 
first reaching the landing place at 
Baghdad and other aerodromes will be 
able to improve on his lead by not having 
to wait for fuel. The Mollisons’ machine 
can fly 2,700 miles without refuelling, 
with a top speed of 255 to 240 m.p.h. 


Locarno and the Dominions . 


In political circles to-day there was much 
discussion on Sir Edward Grigg’s proposal 
that Great Britain should endeavour to 
bring the Dominions under the obligations 
incurred by the Locarno Treaty. The 
| Dominions refused to have anything to do 
with the Treaty when it was proposed, and 
Article Nine excludes them from its obliga- 
tions. The object of the Treaty, as 
defined in the context, was to promote 
disarmament, but three of the signatories 
(France, Germany and Italy) have since 
adopted the policy of increasing arma- 
ments at great speed. Therefore, there 
seems ‘no argument why the Dominions 
should change their attitude regarding the 
pact, though Sir Edward Grigg expresses 
the opinion that “ a more united British 
Commonwealth is necessary for its own 
peace and for the peace of the world.’ 
In many quarters here it is thought that 
the sooner Great Britain can withdraw 
from the Lorcano Pact with honour the 
better it will be. = 


Endeavour Back Again 


Endeavour, the challenger in the recent 
yacht races for the America’s Cup, arrived 
home this morning after a fairly comfort- 
able crossing of the Atlantic, and was 
berthed at Southampton docks. The yacht 
is to be laid up for the winter after being 
dismantled, and it is expected that she 
will be refitted again in the spring and 
will take part in the usual racing and 
regatta events round the coast. Nothing 
has been settled about another contest for 
the America’s Cup, but in yachting circles 
there is an impression that Mr. Sopwith 
may decide on it if circumstances permit. 


Motor Licences 


It has been the custom of many 
motorists in this country, particularly 
those in the metropolitan area, to renew 
their quarterly licences at post offices, but 
the Ministry of Transport has decided that 
new licences which become due in January 
must be obtained from the offices of the 
In March the 
quarterly licences will be obtainable once 
more at post offices. The restriction in the 
case of the January quarter is explained 
by “ administrative reasons,” and it Is 
probable that the reduction in the taxa- 
tion rate from £1 to 15s. per horse power 
accounts for the change. 


Telegrams and Telephones 


For some time past the British tele-

code method. In addition to this there 
has .ccen a rearrangement of the offices 
in which telegraphic work is done, and the 
delivery of messages has been expedited by 
the employment of moto: cyclists.

General to take steps to bring about an 
increase in the traffic, aad it is anticipated 
that within the next few days revised 
charges for telegrams will be announced. 
It is possible that the sixpenny telegram 
will come back, though it may apply only 
to messages for delivery  withi a 
stipulated zone. Another Post Office 
project now under consideration is the 
introduction of  penny-in-the-slot  tele- 
phones into private households. This 
svstem would appeal to numbers of people 
who avoid the telephone on account of the 
quarterly bill. The ‘ pay-as-you-go ” 
principle would no doubt appeal to them.

BELGRADE, Friday 
The new situation brought ab in 
Central Europe by the assassinafion af 
King Alexander of Yugoslavia was con 
sidered at a meeting here to-day} by the 
Permanent Council of the Little Entente, 
which afterwards cryptically announced 
that, in its view, the Marseilles crime was 
“committed under the influence of forces 
working beyond the frontiers, and comes 
within the domain of foreign policy.” 
The Couneil, which consists of the 
Foreign Ministers of Yugoslavia, Czeche 
slovakia and Rumania, expressed its 
condolences to Yugoslavia in the loss of 
her King and to France in the assassina- 
tion of M. Barthou. 

The Council of the Balkan Entente, 
which comprises Yugoslavia, Rumania, 
Greece and Turkey, met subsequently. It 
is unofficially stated that an attempt was 
made at the meeting to strengthen the 
Balkan Pact sufficiently to allow of joint 
action in the case of a frontier dispute 
between any member State and its 
neighbours. 

Although the official communiqué of the 
Little Entente is silent on the point, it 
is reported that a decision was taken to 
register protests directly with the Hun- 
garian Government and by way of the 
League of Nations against the assistance 
allegedly given by the Hungarian autnori- 
ties to the terrorist organisations which 


planned the assassination of King Alex-

A GREAT AIR RACE 


The Times to-day, in the course of a 
leading article on the air race to Aus- 
tralia, says:—The race is clearly a 
matter of great uncertainty, and of some 
danger. ‘The danger consists less im the 
fact that pilots are flying very fast 
machines than in the possibility that 
some may continue to fly when persistence 
could only be justified by complete suc- 
cess. There are some pilots in this race 
who will take almost any risks in their 
keenness to win; others will put prudence 
before valour, and rely upon trustworthi- 
ness to serve their ends. Even so, the 
odds are differently distributed among 


different competitors, partly becaus« 
of the great variety of aircart 
and partly because of the different 
temperaments of the _ pilots. _ Those 


who in the past have sought to make fast 
time along this route between England 
and Australia have generally found that 
delays were bound to occur on the way— 
either for work upon the aircraft and 
engine or for physical reasons, or because 
the weather in certain places made flying 
virtually impossible. 

It is not to be expected that those who 
take part in this race will be more immune 
from misfortune. The latest flight made 
by a young competitor who flew to England 
for this race seemed, it is true, to suggest 
that a journey entirely free from trouble 
may on oceasion be possible. A similar 
demonstration in this competition would 
give a spectacular exhibition of speed, 
and would be a fine tribute to the qualities 
of the modern aeroplane. No matter what 
the nationality of the competitor and his 
machine, both would be hailed as having 
shown the world somethnig in fast 
transport which few without such a 
demonstration would be ready to admit 
as possible. 

It » ay be remarked that the air mail 
service, which will open in December be- 
tween England and the cities in Southern 
Australia, will work on a 14 days schedule. 
The pilots who can make that flight in 
four days will have done somethin really 
remarkable. :

THE ROAD TAX CONCESSION 


The Minister for Industry and. Com- 
merce gave notice yesterday that the re- 
duced road tax concession provided for in 
Section 7 of the Finance (Customs and 
Excise Duties) Act, 1933, for motor cars 
assembled in Savrstat Eireann will not 
extend to motor cars the bodies of which 
were imported in shell form. 

As from yesterday the preferential rate 
of road tax will be granted in respect 
only of cars the chassis and bodies of 
which are imported in a knocked-down 
-condition, 


PROTECTED MARKET 


IRISH CAR-BUILDERS’ 
VIEWS 


——F— 


Cars of several different makes are at 
present being manufactured or assembled 
in the Free State. . 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield, the well-known 
assembler of foreign cars, told an Irish 
Times reporter: “ For once I welcome a 
Government order.. By limiting the number 
of new cars that will be imported, the Order 
should give my fellow car-builders and 
myself a decided fillip in our activities. 
With regard to the effect of the Order on 
car prices, I doubt if there will be any 
advance in prices. Speaking for my own 
firm, there certainly will be none. There 
are fairly large stocks of cars already in 
the Free State. I feel confident that there 
are now enough firms engaged in the manu- 
facture or assembly of cars in this country 
to supply the full needs of the motoring 
public here. There will be no famine in 
cars. 

‘For some months past, with the aid of 
the £16 tax maximum, the firms engaged 
in the production of Irish motor cars have 
been getting an ever-increasing share of 
the market here, and Irish cars now fil! 
considerably more than half the demand. 
The registration figures show that. 


EFFECT OF PROTECTION 


“With the entirely protected market 
now promised that proportion will jump 
immediately. My firm is ready at once 
to step-up production at the North Wall 
factory. We are going at once on an 
entirely new line here—the building of 
Chrysler trucks, in addition to Chrysler 
cars. Our activities in the Free State 
have so far been confined to the cars. I 
feel that the other firms engaged in pro- 
ducing Irish cars are equally ready to 
enlarge production. 

‘““When Mr. Lemass some months ago 
introduced a maximum road tax of £16 
on Irish-built cars, .some other motor 
traders and I began the building on a- 
large scale of both motor car bodies and 
chassis. For myself, I already have a 
fairly large number of men employed. In 
a short time, as a result of the new Order,

and, even with a monopoly, the demand 
here would be too small. 

“ There are only five thousand cars sold 
in the Free State in an average year. At 
present we supply about 1,100 of those 
each year.. 

“I do not know whether or not my 
firm will have to close down, and so leave 
all our men disemployed. We may get a 
licence to bring in some cars, but we do 
not know. Anyway, there is no question 
of our attempting assembly ; we could not 
possibly do it here. 


MAKING SMALL CARS 
DEARER 


“ Furthermore, I do not believe that 
other big English manufacturers who are 
selling cars here will try assembling their 
cars in this country. I do not know how 
the prohibition will affect the big local 
agents for other manufacturers, but in my 
own case nearly 100 men would be out 
of work if we were forced to close down 
entirely. 

‘“ When the present Government came 
into office they imposed a very severe 
tariff upon our cars; later they modified 
it and introduced a quota system. They 
put a £40 tax, or 50 per cent. ad ralurem 
(whichever amount should be the greater), 
upon our car-bodies. This year they 
raised the duty on chassis to 335 per cent., 
and took away the British preference. 
The result has been to make small cars 
dearer than the big ones, since both pay 
the same tax. 

“I shall anxiously await information 
as to how the ‘licences’ mentioned in 


the Order will be allocated.’’ 


THE EXTRA MARKET 


FINDING THE NECESSARY 
CAPITAL 


A Special Correspondent writes :— 

If the Government expect the twelve 
firms now engaged in assembling cars in 
the Free State to supply the extra market 
made available by this new Order, they 
must take steps to provide the extra 
capital necessary for these firms’ further 
effort. It should be done by means of 
long-term loans to the firms, the necessary 
security being the cars which the firms 
will produce, and of whose registration 
the Government has full information each 
month. 

The question of obtaining an economic 
return for the high capital outlay neces- 
sary for assembling a popular British car 
in the necessary numbers in the Free 
State has undoubtedly been the chief 
factor in causing the decision of the big 
British companies not to assemble their 
cars here. 

Whether or not, the firms at present 
assembling cars here will be able to 
supply the extra market depends, not so 
much upon the technical aspect of in- 
creased assembling, as upon the extra 
capital outlay required. 

It seems apparent that the agents for 
the popular British cars will not be denied 
heences to some extent by the Govern- 
ment, in view of the inconvenience which 
would otherwise result to the general 
public by the Irish firms not being able 
to fill éhe gap immediately. Such licences 
will, however, be restricted not only in 
extent but in Curation. 

There need, however, be absolutely no 
increase in the price of the cars imported 
under licence, and no increase in the price 
of the Irish-assembled cars. The supply 
is bound to be restricted, though, and an 
effect of this will be seen in the increased 
value of second-hand cars and the 
increased demand for them.

“On the other hand, several well-known 
ear agencies, including some I hold myself, 
will be wiped out.

Mr. J. D. Chambers, who made the appli- 
cation on behalf of the plaintiff, read an 
affidavit of Alderman Nixon, in the course -of 
which he said that he was the plaintiff in 
an action which was intended to brought 
against Messrs. Methuen and Co., Ltd., for 
damages for libel, and for an injunction re- 
straining the further publication of the very 
serious libel referred to. 
The intended defendants were the publishers 
of a book, entitled ‘‘ Nomad,”’ the writer ot 
which was Charles John McGuinness. The 
book had been widely circulated and sold in 

Northern Ireland, and had been offered for 

sale in bookshops in Northern Ireland.

Sir Hamar Green- 
wood was very fortunate to live through 
the hestilities. Once the Treaty was 
signed no further reprisals were made,

THE ALLEGATIONS 
“It is apparent.” continued Alderman 
Nixon, “that readers regard this paragraph 


as referring to me, and | verily believe that 
I am the member of Parliament referred to 
in the passage complained of. I was a 
district inspector of police in Belfast at the 
date of the murder of the McMahon family. 

“I say that the allegations contained in 
the said paragraph,” he added, “are abso. | 
lutely false, and constitute a vile and gross 
libel upon me, and 1 am desirous of vind- 
cating my character in a Court of Justice at 
the earliest possible moment.” !

 KLUCK

-- 1914, died in Berlin. this afternoon. 
| ‘It was von Kluck, Commander-in-Chief of 


órd, 1914, .that his cavalry patro 
“already sweeping westward of Paris.” 
Then the tide 'tnrned, Von Kluck was 
called. off to assist General Karl von Buelow, 
of the 2nd Army, who had got into difficulties 
through a French counter-move. The out- 
come of the battle of the Marne frustrated 
German hopes of capturing Paris, and von 
Kluek: ultimately withdrew “to the Aisne 
sition, where he was seriously wounded on 
March 29th, 1915, by shrapnel splinters. 


OBLIGED TO RESIGN 


He was obliged “to resign his command, 
and was placed on the retired list in October 
of the following year. 

Alexander von Kiuck was the son of an 
architect named Karl Kiuck. Straight from 
school he joined the army as a volunteer, 
became an ensign at the age of 20, and saw 
se service in the Austro-Prussian war of 
The Franco-Prussian war found him a lieu- 
tenant, and he was twice wounded near Metz. 
For gallant conduct on that occasion he. was 
awarded the Iron Cross of the second class. 

He attracted the attention of the Duke of 
Saxe-Moiningen, who recommended him to 
the Emperor, and von Kluck acquitted him- 
self so well that the Kaiser conferred noble 
rank upon him. He held commanding posts 
in Bromberg, Gleiwitz, Allenstrn, Koenigs- 


pointed Inspector-General of the 8th Army. 

By that time he was sixty-six, and listed, 
like Hindenburg, for early retirement. But 
the War came, and he was thrown into it, to 
become for a day “the man who nearly won 
the War.”’ 
He took up residence after the War first in 
Koenigsberg, and then in the pleasant 
western suburb of Berlin, Grunewald, where he 
employed his time in writing two books about 
the war he had so nearly won: “ The March 
Upon Paris " and " The Battle of the Marne.”’ 
and his memoirs, “ Wanderings, Wars and 
People,” which he wrote at the age of eighty- 
two, when the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws was conferred upon him by the Uni- 
versity of Jena.

THE SHERRY CASK 

Senator Jameson gave evidence on behalf of 
the Irish Free State Pot Stil Distillers’ 
Association. He said that for maturing pur- 
poses it was essential, when filling new 
whiskey during the annual distilling season, 
to store a certain proportion in freshly- 
emptied sherry wine casks, which reached this 
country from England and. other countries, 
From their very nature sherry casks were of 
a foreign character, and never could be pfo- 
daced in this country. They absorbed from 
the wine. in course of time special ‘mellowing 
characteristics: which were essential to the 
proper maturing of whiskey. 

1! an import duty were added to the cost 
of these empty sherry casks, the prices of 
which were increasing owing to a large 
demand in Scotland, the tariff would have 
to be paid by the distiller or bonder, 
whether whe casks were imported directly 
or purchased from cooperages. When 
empty‘ sherry casks were bought in 
England or in other countries they were re- 
ceived in an uncoopered state by the Irish 
distillers. The assembling was carried out in 
the Free State by Irish coopers. 

The ‘witness paid a tribute to the work of 
Dublin coopers who, he said, were splendid 
workmen,

GRAND CANAL STRIKE 


ONLY PRIVATE BARGES 
WORKING 


The Government’s turf scheme may be 
hampered by a _ continuance--or, more 
seriously, by an extension—of the present 
strike of the Grand Canal Company’s bargees. 
The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
has the facts of the thirteen weeks old strike 
under consideration, and may shortly inter- 
vene, There is a deadlock existing at the 
moment, and no negotiations have taken 
place between the company and the bargees’ 
organisation, the Workers’ Union of Ireland. 
The Minister has obtained reports from both 
sides. 

The union asks for a re-arrangement of 
working hours to permit of the bargees ween, 
off duty between 6 p.m. each Saturday an 
6 a.m. each Monday. It is contended that 
at present the men are only able to visit 
their homes for a few hours each month 
‘They cannot enjoy any home life under the 
present system, ” said a union official; “‘ they 
are at the company’s beck and call con- 
tinuously.” 

The company refused to discuss the union 
claim, and an official stated: ' The company 
could not concede these claims and carry on 
business.”’ 

Only privately-owned barges are now using 
the waterways, and if the ‘strike was 
extended even this traffic would cease: this 
would mean considerable interference with 
turf-carrying under the development scheme.
